EN ROUTS FOR MONTREAL, September 20, 1859. 

The steamer Zimmerman, Capt. Duncan Millay, on which I embarked, 
piles between Niagara and Toronto ; it is one of the English lake steam- 
x, and is a model for neatness, comfort, and good order. The majority 
i the passengers were ‘‘colonists,’’ and retained in dress and looks the 
‘rue stamp of the mother country ; they were about as unlike the Ame- 
‘icans with whom they were associated as a sovereign is unlike a half- 
tagle, but both, like their representative coins, possess intrinsic value,

The dresses of my fellow-passengers attracted my especial attention, the

destly stowed away among the baggage, and content with a small audience 
and small favors. His instrument was the banjo, and he touched it up with 
astyle that would have done honor to the best plantation. His music was 
genuine, and he went from grave to gay with the rapidity of lights and sha- 
dows quivering upon falling water. George Christy would be ‘‘no whar,”’ 
if that ‘‘boy’s’’ genius could be fully appropriated by some ‘‘white 
negro’’ minstrel. His efforts to amuse were properly appreciated, and 
caused a great deal of hearty laughter, especially when he mingled with 
his ‘‘dulcet strains’ expressions of face that caricatured the human 
lineaments divine, and puzzled your judgment to know, whether you 
| should get angry at his impertinence, or give him a couple of dimes be- 
cause be was so essentially ridiculous. 


In due course of time dinner was announced, and I found myself oppo. 
site a surloin of beef, such as I have seen in Harry Meadows’ drawings, 
but never before witnessed. From this time forward I shall not condemn 
Charles the Second for conferring knighthood upon such a useful ‘‘sub- 
ject.”’ It must be admitted, that under ‘‘the ‘‘stars and stripes’’ we can 
not get up roast beef in the grandest style ; our best specimens look as if 
the animals from which they were taken had worried themselves some- 
what thin in their haste to get fat, and by this very intellectual effort had 
defeated the object of their existence. A well-trained English ox, on the 
other hand, increases in size, and overloads his ribs with unconscious ab- 
sorption ; he seems to be the very impersonation of a preparatory sacrifice, 
and when his remains are served up, the tenderloin seems to be out of or- 
dinary proportion, while the fat, jostled and crowded by the tender mus- 
cles, finds resting places in the very body of the harder substances, until 
the whole composition is a masterpiece of food, and when done to a turn, 
becomes the wonder of gastronomy. But what have the Americans to do 
with roast beef?—they cannot, in their rail road and lightning manner of 
life, find time to digest any such food. The haunch laughs to scorn 
the cadaverous cheeks, anxious eyes, and attenuated forms of the mass of 
our population ; if you eat beef in its highest perfection, you must, afte, 
consuming it, repose—you must let your mind rest for an hour at least— 
and this is a sacrifice not to be thought of—it would be a fearful waste of 
time. Bringing up the rear of our substantial dish and its profusion of 
choice vegetables, was an enormous plum-pudding, which took the usual 
place of innumerable disguised poisons served up under the general head 
of pastry—the finale being some excellent crackers, with cheese, that 
was worthy of the fame of Goshen or Glostershire. 

Toronto, when I came on deck, was in sight, but for some cause the 
Zin.merman did not* land, but transfered her passengers to the Champion, 
in the harbor, some half-mile from the town. Toronto, which was for- 
merly called York, is thirty-six miles from the mouth of Niagara river. 
In 1793 it contained two Indian families ; in the war of 1812 and ’14 it 
was scarcely noticeable as a village, but since that time it has grown into 
a city of importance, and now numbers over sixty thousand inhabitants. 
It has of late become a great thoroughfare of the Grand Trunk Railway, 
and is beside connected by steamers with all the principal ports of Lake 
Ontario, the upper lakes, and the St. Lawrence river. The South-west- 
ern extremity of the peninsula on which the city is built is called Gib- 
ralter Point, and affords a proper place for a lighthouse, a necessary sig nal 
to the mariners who navigate the Ontario Lake. 

As already intimated, the steamer Champion from being ‘‘behind time,”’ 
did not land at Toronto, but, in the bay, took the passengers from the 


Zimmerman, which number, with her own complement, made quite a 
goodly crowd, mostly pleasure-seekers, nearly all bound for Quebec ang 
Montreal. Here I met some pleasant friends, whose acquaintance I had 
made at the Falls, who had preceded me a day or two, but delayed their 
onward journey to pay Toronto a visit ; a city they spoke highly of, so far 
as regards its public buildings, mentioning particularly, among the de- 
tails, the meeting in the religious establishments with many fine pictures. 
A substantial supper, perfect domestic cookery predominating, with some 
lounging, and listening to some animated political discussions between 
some of my fellow-passengers, wiled the time away until a pleasant hour 
for retiring arrived, the prospect of the following morning being made 
agreeable by the anticipation of seeing the famed Thousand Islands, one of 
the greatest natural wonders of our Continent. 


The following morning the sun was more than usually glorious, from 
the fact, that it emerged from huge piles of rain-threatening clouds, so 
that when we finally reached the magic scenes of the Thousand Isles, it 
seemed as if we were in fairy land and water, rather than on the substan- 
tial globe. The innumerable islets, the painted rocks, the rich foliage, 
just changing from green to myriad tints of purple and red—the ap- 
pearance here and there of a solitary duck—the rapid passage across some 
opening of a skiff—the picturesque sails of some lumbering craft—the 
vast extent of scenery always in range, backed up by heaven-piercing 
clouds, which in their mountain forms belittled the altitudes of the Alps 
and the Andes—all together formed a picture, or a series of charmingly 
beautiful views, that properly followed the sublime local scene of the

mostly used, being more safe for large steamers. Tne descent of the 
six miles is often made in fifteen minutes, which is not bad time, consider- 
ing the steam is ‘‘shut off.’’ 

It is only since 1839 that these rapids of the St. Lawrence have been 
navigated by steamers, it being the custom before that time for them to 
stop above the rapids. An idea with many always prevailed that this was 
not absolutely necessary, but no one had the nerve to risk a boat, in spite 
of insurance, on the venture. Finally, some gentlemen in Montreal pur- 
chased the Ontario, and determined to ‘‘put her through,”’ risking the 
amount they paid for the vessel on the result, fortified, however, by care- 
ful examination from the Canadian and Indian pilots that there was wa- 
ter enough, if the rocks could be avoided. The Captain of the Ontario, 
whose name has escaped us, was to receive one thousand pounds more for 
the steamer at Montreal, than if it were delivered to her purchasers above 
the rapids. He tried in vain to get insurance for the thousand pounds, no 
body would take the risk, so he determined to lose or make the sum 
himself. Everything being in readiness? and assisted by three or four In- 
dian pilots, who had been for a long life engaged in the business of taking 
boats and rafts over the rapids, the Ontario started on its voyage. Great 
anxiety was of course felt, and the most sanguine on the steamer, when 
it began to toss and pitch about, were more or less paralyzed, and the 
Indian pilots became so agitated that while they retained the intelligence 
to direct the course of the steamers with their fingers, they lost all power 
to do more ; at this critical moment the Captain seized the wheel, ‘and 
taking the direction from the red men, passed the ordeal in safety. This 
once done, it was ever afterward easy ‘‘to make the egg stand on its end.’’

INTERNATIONAL CRICKET MATCH. 
MonrTRBAL, Sept, 24, 1859. 

Editors ‘‘Spirit of the Times.’’—The great international Cricket match be- 
tween eleven English players, and twenty-two of Lower Canada com- 
menced this day, (Saturday.) Originally announced to commence on 
the 2lst, the non-arrival of the Nova Scotia at Quebec, at the time antici- 
pated, caused the match to be postponed; the English Eleven being on 
board that stcamer. They arrived here on Thursday night, but the 
wet weather on Friday prevented the match being commenced. On 
Saturday, the day, although dull and cloudy, was fair; the ground was in 
fair condition considering the quantity of rain fallen. There were be- 
tween three and four thousand persons present, including Gen. Williams, 
the hero of Kars, and Commander-in-Chi: f of the British forces in Canada 
at the present time. It is expected that the number of spectators will be 
largely increased on Monday as the fact of the match having commenced 
will be generally known.

One of them, the largest, is 
eighteen miles long and six wide ; from this German principality in size. 
they present others of every possible area, dwindling down to examples | 
that are little else than simple quartz or sandstone rocks, beautifully 
tipped off with a solitary tree, or thrifty shrub. The prevailing forest is 
principally composed of cedar and pine, and these fragrant trees filled the 
air with their healthy resinous perfume. All these Islands, we under- 
stand, abound in game, and at the proper season, as might be supposed, 
are the safe resorts of innumerable water-fowl. 

When within a hundred and twenty-four miles of Montreal, the scenery 
of the St. Lawrence greatly changes in its appearance. Heretofore it has 
been characterized by its islands and its succession of broad expanses, each 
of which would, on the European Continent, be justly esteemed a magni- 
ficent lake. Now anewcharm presents itself in the celebrated rapids, 
which, by presenting safe navigation over these perils, are justly re- 
nowned as one of the greatest sailing novelties, and one which, when wit- 
nessed and appreciated, is seldom forgotten. The long Sault rapids is 
nine miles in length, divided in the centre by an island, the two channels 
thus formed being known as the American and the Lost Channel, the last 
expressive term having been given by the Canadian boatmen, nnder the 
idea; that any craft involved in their boiling flood would be doomed to de- 
struction. But this; happily, is not the case, for the Lost Channel is now

THE NAPOLEON DYNASTY 

Very few works of an historic character have appeared in America under 
circumstances calculated to insure instant and permanent popularity. | 
Very few men are qualified to write coutemporaneous history. It is even 
said that Mr. Bancroft will bring his history of the United States down no 
further than the adoption of the Constitution of 1789. Mr. Prescott 
eos. subjects as far as he could from his own age, and still keep himself 
within the reach of new and authentic material which other historians 
had cither been too indolent to explore, or too unfortunate to discover. 


4ut 4 striking exception to the general rule we have spoken of is to be 
fuuud in “Tue Napoleon Dynasty,’’ a work which came from the hands of 
U. Edwards Lester, and was published while Louis Napoleon was President 

oi the French Republic. We believe that this author has aspecial fancy for 

resorting tu a numme de plume, for of his many writings the authorship has 

seldom been avowed until after their popularity had been established. 

“The Napoleon Dynasty’ he brought out under the nomme de plume of ‘‘the 

Berkeley men,’’ and during eight years its authorship has been known 

only to afew people. Mr. Lester had been ‘‘Our Own Correspondent’’ of 
tie London *‘Times’’ for several years before the authorship’ was known to 
the public on either side of the Atlantic. It is no’ unusual thing, we are 
aware, for writers to conceal the authorship of their books. The most il- 
lustrious instance is that of Sir Walter Scott. where only ascore of peo- 
ple were confided with the secret fora long period of years. The still 
more curious instance is found in the authorship of the ‘Letters of Ju- 
nius.’’ If a man does not seek mere notoriety, and is looking only for 
fame in the long run, or if he deems he will be more impartially judged 
by concealing his name, and thus disarming men of their prejudices, we 
may well applaud such motives and such a policy. It must be gratifying 
to a man of genius to have his enemies praise his works on their merits, 
while they would have damned the author, if they had known his name. 
Impartiality in criticism is one of the rarest qualities the earth ever sees, 
but that quality is oftener reaehed when the authorship is concealed. 

It was rather a curious circumstance that a book which appeared while 
Louis Napoleon was President of the French Republic should have borne 
the title of ‘‘The Napoleon Dynasty,’’ because the idea of a Napoleon Dy- 
nasty seemed to have entered nobody’s head. The world didn’t appear 
to regard even Louis Napoleon as a successor in the French Empire to Na- 
poleon the First, and least of all as a successor to Napoleon the Second

most striking instances of felicitous historic writing that can be found in 


any works we are familiar with which were written as contemporaneous 
history.

to perceive that Mr. Lester in his sympathies isa thorough Frenchman. 
It was evident enough, when he brought out his ‘‘Glory and Shame of 
England,”’ twenty years ago, that he was a pretty cordial hater of Great 
Britain ; but still there should, perhaps, have been some distinction made 
between his hatred of the British Government and his hatred of the British 
people, for his books have enjoyed as large, or larger, popularity in Great 
Britain than they have in the United States. The liberal press and states- 
men of England have always been on Mr. Lester's side, and the fact that 
for so many years he was the chief correspondent in America of the Lon- 
don ‘‘Times’’ would seem to furnish good reason for the opinions we ad- 


vance. 

We give below afew passages from the new portion of this work, 
which has just come from the press of Sheldon & Co. It is evident 
enough that they are Napoleonic Ideas :— 

The question is now asked, what bas Ltaly gained by this war’ Na- 
poleon promised to leave ‘ Italy ftee from the Alps to the Adriatic.”’

She stripped her galleries aud churches and cabinets of u. ./ great masters, 
and she enriched her sacriftte by the blood of more thdn*one hundred 
| thousand of her brave mea. But all this could not buy her ransom. 

Aud thus for a thousand years the sovereigns of Europe had been feed- 
ing on the dead eagle of Rome. With the re-inauguration of the Napo- 
| leon Dynasty, under Napoleon IIL., a new era began. He led bis invia- 
cible army into Italy with the avowed purpose of adding no new territory 
, to France, but only to put an end to the despotism of Austria in that 
| peninsula, and by thus asserting the great dewocratic doctrine of the right 
| of nations to govera themselves, to give progress to liberty, aud repose 
, to Europe 
He fully redeemed his pledge: and at the end of fifty days the victor 
| offered peace to Austria. The future will show the wisdom of bis policy, 
| the moderation of his ambition, his instiactive love of democracy, and 
| the high character of his mission—to vindicae, in the midst of the reeling 
| fabrics of despotism iu the Oid World, what America fought for seven 
| years to gain in the New—the right of the People to rule thumselves. 
Ju the beginning England and the whole world denouaced Napoleon as 
a despot, now the same England complains that he bas not done more fur 
| Italy. So it was inthe time of our revviution of 1776 Then France 
came to our aid, and La Fayette and Couut Rochambeau, on the land and 
| the sea, nerved our arms to strike one more blow at the heartof our 
spuiler. France has always felt the electric touches of the genius of pro- 
gress and liberty as it moved through theages. There is now in tact little 
progress in Europe, as we understand progress in America, except in 
! France and Russia. 
England and Prussia have indeed been left out of all calculations in 
| beginning the wa’, in makiag the peace. They feel wounded ; and what 
| is more, they are. Prussia was too late to help Austria, aud just early 
| enouzh to lose her and France in one stroke. Eagland was just Austrian 
enough to lose Austria ani Italy, and just iusulting enough to irritate 
France, Russia had been humb‘ed in the Crimea for Moscow. Austria, 
wuich had lost Russia by not joiniug berin the Crimea ia return for 
} saving her empire from dismemberment in 1849, had gained the friend- 
ship of France without regaining the friendship of Russia. 

And thus the drama of empire goes on, shifting its scenes as eveats 
sweep by, dampening the hopes of some, and iuspiring the hopes of 
others.

INTERESTING LETTER FROM CAPT. SHIRLEY. 
Tempest, Midas, and Eliza Derby. 
| GREATWORTH HALL, NEARS BRACKLEY, NORTHAMPTONSHIRE, Aug. 29, 1859. 
My Dear Sir—It is long since I have had the pleasure of conversing 
with the ‘‘Spirit of the Times’’ newspaper, though I once had constant 
| correspondence with its late Editor, the lamented William T. Porter, 
whose kindness and attention to me, on the occasion of my first visit to 
| New York, I shall never forget. However, in your leading article of the 
| 30th of July last, on the subject of American and English Race Horses, 
Isee my name is mentioned as having imported into this country, in 
1842, an American-bred horse named Tempest, by Trustee, out of the own 
|

| sister to the renowned Sir Charles. This statement is quite correct, and 
I may add that I also imported at the same time two other American- 


chesnut horse called Midas, by the American Eclipse, dam by Bussorah, and 
a beautiful grey mare, named by me ‘The Queen,’’ though better known 
on Long Island as Eliza Derby, by the American imported horse Autocrat, 
out of Maid of Oaks. The only horseI ran on the English Turf was Tem- 
pest, and he never had a fair trial with me, for having had a desperate 
passage of eight weeks, ina sailing transport with troops on board, from 
Quebec to Portsmouth, and having only landed him, in miserable plight, 
on the 24th of December, 1842, I ran him in the Duke of Richmond's 
Plate, at Goodwood, in the following month of July, for which he finished 
fourth, though not half fit torace. I believe I may thus claim to be the 
first man who ran an American thoroughbred horse on the English Turf, 
though I was not successful in my enterprise. The horse Midas I put to 
the stud, and there are some of his get now in the midland counties ce-

BESSEMER AND GUN-METAL. 


Many of our readers may not be familliar with the more prominent 
principles of iron and steel manufacture, and as they are an important 
part of great-gun manufacture, I will therefore name tbem as briefly as 
possible. 

Pure iron, like pure gold, is homogeneous, but unlike gold, it is rarely 
pure. Ifgold be kept ina melted condition a sufficiently long time, all 
extraneous matters may be burned away, but ifiron be kept in a hot 
state too long it will be burned away itself. Pure iron appears to be duc- 
tile, but pure iron will not melt. To form cast-iron, a quantity of carbon 
must be mixed with the pure iron. If the quantity of carbon is less in 
amount, steel is the result.} 

The ancient method of making steel was to cover up bars of iron with 
charcoal powder, and to keep them in a red-heated condition for a fort- 
night or go. When taken out the iron was found covered with blisters 
arising from gasses constituting some of the impurities of the iron. Con- 
sequently, the purer the iron the less it would be blistered, To turn the 
blistered steel to use, it was shorn to pieces, and the pieces piled on each 
other, heated to a welding temperature—i. ¢., surface melted—and forged 
under the hammer. When drawn out into bars it was called ‘‘single 
sheer steel.’’ To improve it, it was cut up again and re-piled, welded, 
drawn into bars, and £o called ‘‘double sheer steel.’’ But these processes 
left the metal full of specks, flaws, and imperfect welds, with scaly par- 
ticles, rendering it unfit for delicate cutting tools. 

In those days die-sinkers and others paid as much as three or four 
guineas wo pound for a steel brought from India called ‘‘wootz,’’ which 
came in little half-round lumps, shaped as the bottom of acrucible, and 
weighing from two to threc pounds, This was, in fact, the metal from 
which Indian sword blades and other weapone were forged, and it was 
really natural steel cast by workmen sitting on their hauuaches, aud urg- 
ing their fire by right and left-hand circular bellows, 


In process of time it was discovered that, if instead of welding up the 
shorn blistered steel, it was put into a crucible, it could be melted into a 
homogeneous maés without flaw or speck, and then forged into a malleable 
bar. This was called ‘‘cast-steel,’’ but it was a long time before people 
could be pursuaded that cast steel would be other than brittle, as cast 
iron. But as time went on, die-sinkers found that what was called 

Hunteman’s steel,’’ sold at about four guineas a hundred weight, was 

quite as good as wootz at four guineas a pound, and wootz was thence- 
forward kept at home in India for the sword-blade making. 
__ English steel was made from Swedis} iron, simply because it was purer 
iron than any other, and was manufactured by charcoal, and not by coke. 
But neither steel or iron could be manufactured in large masses, save by 
the process of welding together smal] portions—ever an imperfect process 
at best in the modes used ; and so the prices ranged from eighty pounds 
per ton, for the highest qualities, to thirty pounds per ton for the lowcst 
—tarrlage springs—till the advent of railroads, when, with an enormously 
increased demand, the price went gradually down to twenty for manu- 
factured springs, all specified to be of Swedish steel—all Sweden and Rus- 
sia to boot not being competent to furnish the supply ; English iron be- 
ing resorted to, to manufacture an inferior article. 

Qae man finaliy solved for us the problem, how to produce both iron 
and steel in homogeneous masses of any required bulk. This man was 
Henry Bessemer, one of that numerons inventive race by dint of whose 
brains England is not as China, but is ever progressive—a race ever seek- 
'Dg to develope the true meaning of what has been called the ‘“‘primal 
curse,”’ not “sweat of the brow,’’ but rather the sweat of the brain with- 

in the brow, wherein to seek redemption from all painful dradgery by 
converting it into healthy exercise. From sugar-refining to iron-making 
yet wit the bent of his mind—doubtless French Huguenot by derivation, 
pe te rather to chemistry than to mechanism, there are few things

Thus he went on, ever working through good report and ill report, 
falling often from a height where success seemed attained, not from false 
calculations, but from some adverse and before-undiscovered fact in na- 
ture, most valuabe to us to know, but not tending at the time to replenish 
the inventor’s purse. ' 

At the British Associationfof 1857,[Mr, Bessmer read a paper whereia he 
described his process of iron-making. The ordinary process is, first, to 
run it from the ore into pigs by one heat, Secondly, to re heat it and 
“puddle” it, ¢. ¢., stir it about in a melted condition with iron rods moved 
by men’s arms till it becomes stringy and tough, and gets rid of some ex- 
traneous matter. Thirdly, to beat it by hammer into a mass, called 
technically a ‘‘bloom.’’ Fourthly, to roll this bloom into a bar or bars, 
making the commonest iron. Fifthly, to cut the bar into short lengths, 
and pile them up. Sixthly, to re-heat this pile and forge it into another 
bloom ; and, seventhly, to re-roll it intoa baror bars. If, during the 
process of heating, theoxygen ofthe atmosphere gets access to the sur- 
face, scale is formed, which prevents perfect adhesion under the hammer, 
aud the metal is not homogeneous. } 

Mr. Bessemer simplifies all this. When the metal is melted in the 
great furnace, it is run out intoa huge clay crucible, practi¢ally a coland- 
er, by reason of several openings in the bottom, through which the metal 
would run were it not impeded by a strong blast of air under great pres- 
sure, which is forced through all the interstices of the iron, and instead 
of cooling it, raises the heat to a greatly increased intensity. This burns 
away the carbon, which constitutes the chief difference between cast iron 
and malleable iron, and also some other matters: and when the metal is 
poured out, it is pure iron, if the process is carried on long enough ; or if 
stopped at an earlier period so as to leave some carbon in it, itis pure 
steel : in both cases malleable. Thus one heat serves to make a malle- 
able ingot, which is only limited in size by the size of the crucible, which 
may contain two tons ; and as many crucibles may be used and poured out 
together, there is no reason why a homogeneous lump of fifty or more 
tons should not be produced, either of iron or steel, which may be dealt 
with by the hammer, or by rolls, or both. cae 

In rolling thin sheets of metal in the ordinary manuer, the size is limit- 
ed by the difficulty of retaining the heat. By another arrangement of 
Mr. Bessemer, this difficulty may be obviated. Hollow rolls are used, 
through which a stream of water pours, and on the surface of which jets 
of water play. Between these ro 1s, which are placed horizontally, and 
form a tank orchannel when they approach each other, the mou!ten 
metal is poured, and thus a sheet of any desired width or thickness may 
be formed, and only limited in length by the supply which the crucibles 
are capable of keeping up. The ore goes into the furnace a crude stone, 
and somes out of the rollsasheetof tough metal. Iron-making is thus 
rendered as simple as the paper-making prooesses, where the rags go ia at 
one end of the train of apparatus, and come out at the other perfect 

aper. 

4 At Baxter House, St. Pancras, this new process of melting was first ex- 
hibited to the public, and excited an equal amount of wonder and iacre- 
dulity. On one occasion, a sort of Welsh St. Thomas, iron-doubting, 
sneered as he saw the metal poured, and asked : ‘‘Do you call that mal- 
leable iron ?’’ The inventor went into a shed, wrought out a carpenter s 
axe while the metal was still red, and cut three notches in the angle, just 
as might be done at the angle of a square foot of timber. The silent 
answer struck St. Thomas dumb. : 

Still the inventor had much to learn. The iron hissing, boiling, and 
bubbling in its clay colander, was poured out in its ebullient state like 
so much champagne; and as it cooled was filled with innumerable air- 
cells ; and the apparent want of success filled the mouths of fools and 
scoffers with matter for exultation. Farand wide the whole affair was 
considered a failure ; natheless that men of logical mind knew to the 
contrary. But the resolute inventor stuck to bis work, he had souuded 
the depth of the invention, bnt he had not explored many of its ramifica- 
tions. Two years behold him again before the world with the verification 
of his theories and of his earlier practice—the causes of failure unfolded. 
His next paper was read at the Institution of Civil Engineers ; and those 
who know the acumen of that strong-brained body of men, and were pre- 
sent at the reception of Mr. Bessemer, and beheld the enthusiasm spon- 
taneously kindJed, as important truths were enunciated, and sam- 
ple after sample was exhibited, opening new capabilities to those anti- 
Chinese sons of eternal progress, are not likely to forget it. No actor at 
a successful debut, no writer of a successful play, was ever more warmly 
greeted. A small cannon, a railwayfaxle, a tbree-ply cable, twisted up of 
cold iron, one-and-a-half inch diameter, steel bars and rods of all shapes, 
a large circular saw, boiler-plates of perfect surface and great width, and, 
lastly, ribbons of iron asthin as paper, were exbibited. A small cylinder 
was shown which had ben doubled up flat under the hammer, without ex- 
hibiting the smallest crack at tne sharp bends, but the tensile strength 
was shown to be nearly twenty-four perfcent. greater than that of the most 
costly iron made in England. 

A thin sheet of iron, reticulated, and pierced with holes, almost like a 
lady’s veil, was produced, and stated to be a skin left on one of the cruci- 
bles after pouring out the metal. ‘‘Is that malleable iron?’’ asked one 
of the audience. The inventor simply folded it, and double-folded it, and 
laid it again on the table, in answer. 

Representative men of the iron-master mold were present, some of 
whom denied that there wae anything novel in the process, and others 
asserted that it was too costly tobe of any use. Others inquired why it 
was that Mr. Bessemer chanced to be successful now, having failed of com- 
mercial success at the outset. 

, “Lexpended £7000,”’ said one, ‘‘and lost forty per cent. of iron in the 

rocess.”” 

, “I,’’ replied Mr. Beesemer, ‘‘sometimes lost a hundred per cent., but I 
persevered. I found that experimenting with heavier charges of metal 
gave a decided improvement, and I found that all ores were not equally 
suited to my process. Blaenavon pig at £9, 10s., was not so good as 
Swedish pig, nor as the red hematite of Cumberland, of which class of 
ores nearly a million tons are raised annnally, yielding upwards of sixty 
per cent. of metal. 

‘*The process melted down the lining of our furnaces,’’ said another. 

‘‘So it did mine,’’ replied Bessemer, ‘‘till I establishod myself as a steel 
manufacturer at Sheffiield, and I got to use the Sheffield road-drift. In 
short, when I began my experience, I was an amateur iron-master, and 
two years of consccutive work have converted me into a practical man.’’ 

Most engineers present felt that they were in the presence of a benefac- 
tor, who had immeasurably enlarged the sphere of their operations, 
whether in bridges, rails, locomotives, or ships. It was the triumph of 
simple minded-man, earnest of purpose, and frank of nature, with no- 
thing to conceal, but with the instinct of unsealing every mystery of 
nature so far as he could, and giving it to man’s uses. And, verily, that 
man toiled and ranged through matter for twenty years, and at last gave 
to the world a process of which the results are incalcuable—homogencous 
iron and and steel without limit as to size. 

Upon projectiles and projectile weapons these results must have an 
enormous'effeot : the precess of welding iron together for barrels of small 
arms and for great guns may now be dispensed with. A short, thick, 
hollow cylinder being cast, may be at once rolled out direct between rol- 
lers into a musket or rifle barrel of any desired form ; and great guna may 
be cast hollow, and put under the operation ofa tilt or steam-hammer, if 
needed to consolidated the metal. And these malleable iron guns can be 
procured at one third the eost of the ordinary cast-iron guns; and what 
is very important, the malleable steel is even cheaper in cost than mal- 
leable iron. The class of guns to be borne on wheels without horses, 
might be produced with little labor and cost, very rapidly to any 
amount. 

With regard to monster guns, they may be regarded as useful only for 
two purposes—to mount on forts for defence, and to place in vessels. fhey 
are not otherwise transportable weapons of offenses. This question is yet 
in embryo; but if armored ships are to obtain, this question must obtain 
also. For shot that are to pierce armored vessels, if quite clear thatjthe 
Bessemer malleable steel will prove a most important material, as it can 
easily be tempered to any required hardness to act as a punch, and can 
be more easily manufactured than the wrought-iron shot that have re- 
placed fragel cast-iron. 

BBBefore constructing monster guns we have yet to settle the question of 

e form, proportion and weight of the shot we are to use for given dis- 
tances with a given distructive power. This ascertained, there will be no 
difficulty in the construction of the gun itself. But it should bea gun 
so proportionably heavy as to be absolutely without recoil ; so long as to 
expend expansively the minimum amount of powder required to ob- 
tain the longest possible range; so dense in the material as not to 
fracture; and so solid as not to spring and temporairly enlarge its di- 
ameter with the explosion. A maximum-sized gun of this kind would

Long-ranged rifles, it may be remembered, were more than a match f 
the fort mounted artillerymen. This will become more and more the 
rule as guns are improved. Monster guns are not calculated to ick f 
skirmishers, and it therefore becomes needful to protect their pudnen 
With the large embrasures of the ordinary kind which would be required 
for monster guns, the risk to the gunners would be much increased 
therefore is well to inquire whether there is any reason why thegun should 
not be closely coveredin. With the ordinary mode of mounting on try 
nions this seems scarcely practicable. But it wou'd be very practicable 
to mount the gun on a sphere or ball working ina socket anqg Ca- 
pable of radiating in any direction. If the radius of the gun were on} 
required to be small, asina moving vessel, the ball might be placed at 
the muzzle, and in such case little sound or vibration, and no smoke wha. 
ever could come into the vessel, and no damage could be done to the gun gaye 
by shot striking exactly in the muzzle. This is so perfectly practica} an 
arrangement, that pothing but the fact of a ship’s sides being too weak 
to sustain the recoil of guns so attached ought to keep it out of use, Our 
sailors are too precious a commodity to have them wasted in working 
muzzle-luadipg guns at open ports. Thest:amram now constructing f 
perfectly adapted to this arrangement, and a properly constructed gun 
should be free from recoil. Even in our present state of knowled e 
muzzle-loading guns must be regarded as things of the past, matching 
with ‘‘Brown Bess,’’ and otber tower autiquities. Into the details of con- 
struction it is not desirable to enter; and although the improvementg jn- 
dicated give these advantages chiefly to nations with manufactures widely 
spread and of high order, still the State should ever havein reserve a stock 
of improvements to meet emergencies: not making them common til] re. 
quired by the presence of adverse circumstances. The State should 
‘keep a hold of the actual, knit the new security to it, and give to them 
both conjointly a fresh direction.’’ The astonishment created by the re- 
sults of the Armstrong gun is simply a proof how much the progressive

The late Lord Seymour. 

One of the best-known Englishmen in Paris, Lord Seymour, brother of Lord 
Hertford, has just died in Paris rather unexpectedly, at the age of 54, of an at- 
tack of gout. He was a man remarkable in more than one respect, but, above 
all, for his great and almost wnique skfll in handling sword and pistol, for which 
reason his friends had nicknamed him the Chevalier de Saint George. In hig 
youth he was of herculean strength of body, and as he was sent over to Paris 
early for the purposes of education, and in the circles to which he was recom- 
mended men of equal muscular force were very rare (then the same as they are 
now), he soon got into the habit of making nocturnal excursions, and trying 
“rounds” with hall porters, Savoyards, and water-carriers. Many are the stories 
still afloat about the noble Lord and his prowess; among others, of how he put 
seven policemen, who tried to interfere with his amusements, into a big tub, and 
set a greengrocer’s stall, from the Marche des Innocents, on the top of it; and 
how, another time, he tloored a whole regiment of commissionaires, who, at- 
tracted by his name, had come expressly to his residence to try “‘le box.” But 
perhaps the following is the best anecdote connected with the late Lord, though 
not showing his strength, but his ever-ready wit:—About the year 1835 or 1836 
there was one evening a great ball at the house of Baron Rothschild, in the Rue 
Lafitte, and the string of carriages containing the invited guests was of sucha 
length as to fill all the adjoining streets, among them the Rue Lepelletier, where 
the Opera is situated. Thus it happened that my Lord Seymour, issuing with 
his friends from the Maison d'Or, where they had just had their dinner, and ready 
to enter the Opera, suddenly found his way interrupted. He waited one, two, 
three minutes ; but the file of carriages keeping on increasing, he suddenly be- 
thought himself of ending the time of expectation by seeking a new road to the 
theatre. Opening the door of the biggest and most stately-looking carriage, he 
made a profound bow to its inmates, and clearing the space above their knees 
in one jump, he, again profoundly bowing, made his exit as before. «The ex- 
ample of my Lord was infecting. First his friends, then the bystanders, who had 
been waiting some time, then the idlers about the streets, then the newsmen with 
their papers, and the butcher boys with their trays—all made their way in rapid 
succession through the gilded carriage, till at length its inside looked like a pub- 
lic thoroughfare. All the while the owner of the carriage, a German baron, and 
accredited ambassador of one of the most important members of the Confedera- 
tion—had been reclining in his seat, at the side of his better half, in speechless 
astonishment. That a revolution had suddenly broken outin Paris—that the mob 
was storming the houses, and forming barricades of all the vehicles, was the first 
thought entering his mind, and, fat and helpless as he was, he already began giv- 
ing himself up for lost. Great, therefore, was his rage, when at length the true 
cause of the invasion of his carriage was made clear to him. Burning with anger 
he at once ordered the coachman to drive to the French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, to deman1 his passports, for what he imugined to be a public breach of 
diplomatic privilege. All the eloquence of Monsieur Guizot was unable at firet 
to soften the irate Baron, and it was only after an investigation had been made, 
in which it was found that Lord Seymour was the sinner, and after it had been 
shown to His Excellency that if his State should make war on France for the in- 
sult, it would have to attack England at the same time, on account of the ag- 
gressor being a British subject, that he allowed himself at length to be pacified. 
It may be imagined Lord Seymour, in his latter days, gave up amusements of this 
kind ; but he continued not the less an ardent admirer of games, field sports, and 
other manly exercises. He was one of the founders of the Jockey Club, and did 
a good deal towards the improvement of the breed of horses, a science very lit 
tle understood in France.

After the transaction of some un- 
important business, the call ‘‘to horse’’ was made, and the brilliant train 
of Knights, in every variety of costume adapted to the occasion, mounted 
their good steeds, and under the Marshalshipjof Grand Conductor Wm. 
Dayton, of Crusader Lodge, paraded our principal thoroughfares, being 
the ‘‘observed of all observers.’’ The glittering pageant having passed, 
the scene now opens at Arlington. The first object which strikes the eye, 
are the pure white conical tents of the Knights arranged in a semi-circle, 
ach suspiciously displaying the Maltese cross in front. The ground se- 
lected for the tournament proper was a lovely spot on the margin of the 
Potomac. The river at this point laves as exquisitely beautiful a shore as 
ever waves dashed against. For ashort distance from the water’s edge 
the bank rises abruptly, and is fringed with dark and sombrous cedars, on 
whose gigantic trunks the ivy and trumpet vine have wound their ten- 
irils, until the green leaves and scarlet flowers form as gorgeous a panoply 
as ever Knights whispered gentle things into beauties raptured ear be- 
neath. But hark! what means that shout, that congregating near the 
waters’ edge, with strange vision and expectant gaze? The mystery is 
soon solved, the eye detects a beautiful barge of spotless whiteness, which 
is rapidly nearing the shore. One moment more and the oars are tossed, 
and the barge glides gently to her moorings. What precious freight she 
lands—no less than the lady and daughter of a distinguished Senator, also 
the daughter of a Government officer of exalted personal and official stand- 
ing. The august guests are received by the committee appointed for the 
purpose, and after being conducted through the grand encampment, are 
escorted to their seats immediately in front of the judges’ stand. The hour 
of two having arrived, the Judges, Hon. Jacob Thompson, Secretary of 
the Interior ; Hon. Philip Clayton, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury ; 
Hon. Henry Addison, Mayor of Georgetown, D. C.; Hon. Wm. D. Massie 
Mayor of Alexandria, Virginia ; Richard Wallack, Esq., and Dr. Thos. 
Miller, appeared in the stand, and summoned the Heralds, Messrs. Van- 
nerson and Powell, before them, and issued a mandate for the Knights to 
appear. In afew moments the grand and imposing cavalcade formed a 
line in front of the stand, when the Hon. Mr. Thompson addressed « few 
words to them, and ended by introducing Mr. Wm. J. Rose, of New York, 
who delivered a chaste and beautiful series of remarks, dwelling more es- 
pecially on the exalted character of Knighthood, its origin, its grand and 
successful effort to free Europe from the yoke of the Barons, there supreme, 
the vast influence they effected on future civilization, by introducing the 
wts and sciences of the East, and finally finished his well-cenceived and 
uuch-applauded remarks, by bidding the Knights God speed, and each 
the smile of his lady fair.

The fourth charge is ordered, and the contest lies 
between Sir Knights of St. John, Ava, and he of the Silver Cross. On his 
proud and beautiful proportioned steed, with fine seat and beaming eye, 
Sir Knight of St. John dashes up the lists, but fortune is not with him , 
the ring, as if by magic, is still untouched. Now, gallant Sir Knight of 
Ava, to the rescue. Rising light in his saddle, and holding aloft his 
lance, urging with his armed heel the pace of his steed, he, too, dashes 
unsuccessfully by the prize. Let the trumpet sound, and he of the Silver 

Cross try now for his lady fair. On, on he comes, the Silver Cross shining 
on his breast; with nerved hand and steady eye he passes on and carries 
off the ring, amid the sound of trumpets and the enthusiastic shouts of 
thousands. Riding up the lists he gratefully removes his hat in acknow- 
ledgment of the plaudits of his Knightly performance, and at the lance’s 
point gives the ring to the receiving judge.

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NOTES ON LAMENESS IN THE HORSE.—Neo. 2. 
Written for the London ‘‘Field.”’

It is encouraging to a man, who perceivesa want in a department of 
know that he is not alone, that other men have, to a great 
extent, led the way. It is to show those who think with me, and whe 
may be induced to work in the same field, that ] have placed at the head 
of this paper the words of the man, who, a century ago, seeing the un- 
cultivated state of veterinary medicine, left the profession of the law, 
and adopted for the work of his future life the great task of founding a 
new science and art—viz., the veterinary science and practice as now uD- 
derstood, embracing a knowledge of hygiene and the treatment of the dis- 
eases of the domestic animals. Such was the conception and broad com- 
prehensive plan of Bourgelat, that the success attending his labors hae 
never been surpassed in the annals of veterinary medicine. The founder 
of two great schools—the first at Lyons, and the second at Alfort, near 
Paris—whence spread the knowledge, and whence issued the founders of 
the other veterinary schools since established over the civilized world, 
Bouagelat stands in relation to veterinary science (not of France alone, 
but @ the world) as its founder—as the Columbus who opened the way; 
and so well did he do it, that the schools he founded in France have al- 
ways stood at the head of this most useful branch of knowledge. To the 
art of shoaimg horses the former advocate specially applied bimeelf, and 
his well-disciplined mind worked out rules with an exactness which bave 
ar | — . pennants value. 

urgelat’s rules on the art of farriery have stood the test of tim 

become the practice in France, and toa great extent over Europe. p need 
one acquainted with the subject, or who has given much attention to it, 
knows that what is called French shoeing ie, as regards principle of ap- 
plication to the borse’s foot, universal, not th hout France alone, but 
in a measure in adjacent countries. From the guall fishing-town on the 
channel coast to Marseilles, from Bourdeaux to Strasbourg, the same 
theory guides the workman, the same success attends the practice: we 
see the work of the mind carried out admirably in the art. All are agreed 
on the soundness of the procedure, success has long reconciled all parties, 
and the theory has become part and parcel of every workman's education, 
so that the veterinarian has no difficulty in directing the farrier, who in 
all cases deviating from the normal state, and where extended know- 
ledge on the subject is required, is capable of carrying out intelligently 
the veterinarian’s directions. I cannot draw the contrast so effectumlly 
by any words of my own as by quoting from the late Professor Sewell the 
words I have frequently heard him utter. a am not aware whether or 
where they are to be found in print.) On his return from a Continental 
tour of inspectien of veterinary schools he said, ‘‘that he had seen more 
lame horses whilst posting from Harwich to London than during his 
whole journey over France, Switzerland, and Germany.”’ 

Another argument frequently used by the same professor, after long ex- 
perience, and whilst in the prime of life, I have frequently heard him ut- 
ter was, ‘We need no better proof that in this country tbe practice of 
shoeing is an untaught branch of the veterinary art, than that every one 
has a plan of his own, whilst in France they acknowledge one principle 
in practice throughout the land.” 

In England we are in the habit of taking credit for being improvers of 
all importations of knowledge besides the original which we contribute to 
the common stock. Beides being foremost in the arts of civilization, 
England’s resources have led to the working out of many schemes which 
have not originated with us. We have led the way in the use of the 
steam-engine, in the use of gas-light, in free trade, and in our great im- 
provements in the postal department ; these, although excellent in them- 
selves, afford no reason for neglecting reforms in other matters. It is often 
urged that in all that concerns the cultivation of our domestic animals 
we are in advance of the rest of the world. Admitting, as I do, the truth 
< - statement, there are still many defects which require to be reme- 

ied. 

That we are in advance of some other countries in the art of agriculture 
cannot be set forth as a cause why Liebig’s science should not be availed 
of by us. I believe it to be true that Great Britain stands before all the 
countries of Europe in the high cultivation of her breeds of cattle. But 
there are causes specially favorable to those advantages possessed by the 
British people. Our climate and soil, and our innate love for anim 
not only for those which contribute to health-creating sports, viz., the 
horse and dog, but for those which constitute farm stock in general, 
tend to improve the breed of our domestic animals. ‘That these combined 
influences constitute the source of the superiority of the English horse I 
agree, but that that superiority dates antecedent to our veterinary schools, 
and is wholly independent of them, may be easily proved. The class of 
horses in which this superiority is most clearly proved is the blood horse, 
and before veterinary schools were founded, and whilst the art was low 
and the science unknown among those who treated diseased horses, our 
Eclipses and Flying Childers existed. It is not in depreciation of the pro- 
fession of which I am a member that I cite these examples, but to disarm 
those who often advance the fact of our superiority in horses as a proof 
that all that ministers to their necessities is as perfect as is required ; as 
well might our farmers bave declined to profit by the teaching of Conti- 
nental agricultural chemists, because of their real or s»ppesed superiority 
over other countries in the arts of agriculture. To none will we give way 
in our devotion to our profession and ardent wish for its extended useful- 
ness and prosperity ; few have labored longer and more zealously in its 
cause. It is the conviction that much is required, and that little has 
been done for the advancement of the profession as a body, that leads me 
to draw attention to the imperfections most obviousto myself. For thus 
digressing I can only beg to be excused, from the deep sense I have of 
the necessity of clearing the way for future progress. In veterinar 
science generally, amd the art of farriery particularly, the English (I will 
not say people, but veterinary schools,) have not profited by the free in- 
tercourse available with their neighbors. Most other arts and sciences 
have been benefited by mutual intercourse and good friendship between 
different nations. See how our machinery and improvements on the steam 
engine have been adopted throughont the world ; and how, on the other 
band, Manchester has availed itself of the designs and improvements iz 
the arts of Lyons, and vise versa. 

The veterinary art, unfortunately for the profession and the public, has 
been, and is, an exception. After the close of the great war, and after 
Assistant-Professor Sewell’s report of the superiority of the pringiple of 
shoeing horses on the Continent (and many officers of our army and other 
travellers bore testimony to the same fact), Mr. Coleman, the principal 
professor of the only veterinary school in Great Britain, occupied himself, 
not in acquiring and diffusing truth, but in explaining it away. A native 
of Kent, he spent the summer months there, but did not cross the Chan- 
nel ; he always told his class that he had heard people extol the principle 
of the French shoeing, urging that they did not find in French horses 
corns, sand-cracks, navicular disease (just discovered and made clear by 
that first in the rank of contributors to veterinary science, Mr. James 
Turner.) To all these Mr. Coleman had a ready answer, viz.: ‘‘that the 
French drove their horses slow—that their roads were paved and not 
macademised ;’’ though strange that he should not have seen that Lon- 
don was all paved at that time, whilst lame horses abounded in it; that 
the French horses were of a breed and heavy construction not easily sus- 
ceptible of the same diseases as our English horses; further, that they 
were less artificially treated than our horses. All causes but the real were 
urged by Mr. Coleman. He did, however, confess one good in continen- 
tal shoeing, viz.: that they stamped their nail-holes better than we did ; 
but as he was giving an account of what he had never seen, exaggeration 
and inaccuracy was the consequence. Mr. Coleman was always plausible, 
and commanded the attention of his students ; but it was when attacking 
a system of the works of Messers. Moorcraft and Bracy Clark, that he be- 
came eloquent, or, to use the words of Sir Charles Bell, his ‘‘language was 
poetical, but not philosophical.’’ 

In closing, we cannot better express our present notions after long la- 
bor, the early years of which were occupied in trying to keep pace with 
our teacher’s doctrines, than to use the words of the late renowned ‘‘Nim- 
rod,’’ contained in his published letters from France, about the years 1839 
or 1840 (I quote from memory), in which he says: ‘‘Shoeing horses was 
always considered an easy process until Coleman came forward with 
bis crotchets, putting us all on a wrong scent, and making it complica- 
ted.’’ 

Professor Ray, in his Treatise on Farriery (page 7), quotes the follow-» 
ing passage from an essay by Bourgelat, the founder of veterinary sci- - 
ence :— 

The little progress that has been made in the knowledge of this depart- 
ment has kept it in a state of debasement which exerts influence over the 
other branches. The man exercising the art has been looked upon as a 
mechanic whose business it is to work iron; without glanciog any far- 
ther, both the artist and his work have been equally overlooked, because 
the majority of men are possessed of foolish vanity, and disdain the work 
of the hands, how useful soever it may be—in other words, they scorn the 
man who, making use of the instruments which Nature has granted us 
expressly that we may supply our wanis, and by our industry consecrate 
them to the use and efit of the community at large.

Trotting in Virginia.—The Richmond ‘‘Daily Dispatch’’ of the 22d ult. 


contains the following paragraph :— 

Fast trotters are to have a good show for the premiums of the Virginia 
Central Agricultural Scciety, at their Fair, next month. The first pre- 
mium of $250 will be awarded to the horse, mare, or gelding, that trotsa 
mile in the quickest time, provided that time does not exceed 2:45. The 
second premium of $100 is to be awarded to the fastest trotter (except 
the wivaer of the first), provided the mile is made in three minutes or less. 
The third premium ot $75 must be won in 3:30 or less. The fourth pre- 
mium of $60, must be won in four minutes or less. Each of the above 
are for horses in harness. The fifth, of $75, is for double teams, time to 
be four minutes or less. And the sixth premium of $50, for double 
teams, can be won in five minutes or less.

It appears that Mr. Berkeley, whose arrival in this country, some weeks 
since, was generally announced by the press, has met with some difficulty 
on his way ‘‘West,’’ where he intends, if he reaches his destination in 
safety, to spend some time on a hunting expedition. Our columns have 
frequently bean illuminated and enriched by articles from Mr. B.’s pen 
who is acknowledged to be one of the ablest writers in England in all mat. 
ters pertaining to the sports of the field. Because this was the case, we, in 
common with every enlightened American, were prepared to give hima 
eordial reception, and do all in our power, ‘‘which was considerable,’’ to 
make his visit agreeable. On his arrival in New York, however, Mr. 
Berkeley saw fit, as far as our knowledge extends, to rely entirely upen 
his ‘‘own information’’ for particulars, and we believe he left here, con- 
sequently, without any very intelligent idea of where he was going, what

Among Ameri- 
cans, the dog is not appreciated except so far as he is useful ; it is an Eng- 
lish picture which represents a farm laborer beating his wife because she 
gave her and his half-starved child the bone, instead of the pampered bull- 
terrier. Mr. Berkeley's dogs could get along very well anywhere, from 
the courtesy of the ccnductors and the good nature of the passengers, but 
if demands are made for their especial comfort, they must be conveyed to 
the baggage-room, and treated under the general head of freight. 

The first thing Mr. Berkeley should have done, sportsman ag he is 

was to understand and assimilate with the habits of our people. He has 
had some first-rate examples of full-blooded noblemen who have democra- 
tized and republicanized themselves, and enjoyed the thing hugely, with- 
out either soiling their minds or their manners. We will mention Sir 
Charles Fitawilliam, Mr. Murray, Sir Wm. Drummond Stuart, the Mar- 
quis of Waterford, Sir Geo. Gore, Lord Stanley and his friend who wag not 
killed by the Indians ; all of these gentlemen ‘‘fitted’’ into our social ays- 
tem with the most commendable tact, and our friend Mr. Berkeley hag only

; St. Lours, September 15, 

My Dear Sir—I have with me five dogs—my famous old English, bleed! 
hound Druid, so celebrated in the New Forest in Hampshire, in which he 
has run down upwards of 300 ot the royal deer ; my red setter dog Chance : 
my two retrievers, Brutus and Alice ; and a splendid lurcher, given to me 
by the Marquis of Breadalbane purposely to try on the prairies. This 
dog, to look at, is a complete greyhound, but from his being twice re- 
moved from across with old Foxhound, though silent, he will run by 
nose until he brings a wouuded animal to bay, when he will fling his 
tongue, and keep the bay till the hunters come up. 

I regret to say [ have met, with but one exception, with the most ex- 
tortionate imposition fiom the baggage masters throughout the distance I 
have travelled. The companies assign no place for the transit of dogs 
and their cost is at the option of the baggage masters. This is ali wrong and 
if not amended, it will deter me and all England from ever bringing our 
dogs with us, a fact which will keep us away. My visit was an expert 
which I intended should have induced a fraternization between the sports. 
men and dogs of the two countries, but the railway misery to our valua- 
ble dogs, will, if not amended, defeat my object. So highly and desirabie 
was ny project thought of in the mother country, that Sir J. Cunarp 
built me kennels on the deck of the ‘‘Africa,’’ and refused to permit any 
charge to be made for their transit. In America, the baggage masters 
were permitted to force their own terms, and to refuse my dogs any transit 
unless I came into their exorbitant terms, which between two of the 
stations, in a day’s travel, amounted to ten dollars. I would not have 
minded any eost, provided gold could buy safe and comfortable quarters 
for animals who had shared my parlorand my home for years with me, but 
it was too bad to make me thus pay, and then risk the breaking of my 
dogs’ legs among heavy trunks and baggage !

The Veterinary College Institute, of New York. 

We desire to draw the attention ef our readers to this laudable institu- 
tion. On former occasions, we have spoken of Capt. Ratston (who is the 
originator and director), and in relation to his efforts to promote veteri- 
nary art and science. It will not be irrelevant to here remark, that after 
a charter was obtained, incorporating the College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
of New York (Capt. R. President), it was proposed to have an arrange- 
ment for its lectures, classes, &c., to be in the New York Medical College ; 
but it became obvious that no provision was thereby secured for introduc- 
ing students to any practical knowledge of the care and treatment of 
horses, whether in conditions of health or disease. The Royal Veterinary 
College, of London, receives horses to board, and for veterinary, medical, 
and surgical treatment ; the Imperial Veterinary College, of Alfort, near 
Paris, receives both horses and other domestic animals; as likewise do 
other colleges in France and other European states. These considerations 
led to an effort to combine institute stables, &c., with the teaching accom~ 
modations of a veterinary school. Capt. Ralston, and friends associated 
with him, have erected, at an outlay of above $40,000, the Veterinary 
College Institute, of New York, No. 75 and 77 West Twenty-third-street. 
Its objects are to receive a certain number of horses at board or keep, and 
of lame and (in a building apart) sick horses, for treatment; horses on 
commission sale; and horses for shoeing on improved principles. There 
are stalls and box-stalls for fifty horses ; and light, space, drainage, ven- 
tilation, &c., have all been studiously attended to. There are no suoh 
stables, or shoeing forge, in the United States, and, although there are 
much larger institutions in Europe, it is questionable if (take all in all) 
there are any so complete. There is no direct connection between the 
Veterinary Institute and Veterinary College, except that the former pro- 
vides and leases to the latter, lecture, museum, and faculty rooms, and 
other accommodations ; while the students will have the opportunity of 
seeing the practical care and management of horses and the treatment of 
cases. We have received some circulars of the Veterinary Institute, and 
likewish of the (first) annual announcement of the Veterinary College, and 
shall be pleased to hand or forward either to any one who may apply for 
them. ‘The claims of Capt. Ralston (who was for many years an officer of 
Cavalry of the British Army) as a practical horseman and veterinarian, 4 
well as a lecturer and teacher, we do not require to indorse; but we 
strongly represent the claims of his Veterinary Institute, which assuredly 
will contribute to lay the foundations of better information in relation © 
the horse and the other domestic animals, and also incite to the organizi- 
tion of similar institutions in other States. Scientific veterinary art, and, 
not less, better knowledge of the horse’s foot and improved shoeing,

~ Many years ago, there resided in the adjoining county of Prince Wil- 
Jiam, @ gentleman, Col. William Tyler, the father of the present Judge of 
this circuit, a member of the bar, who had a passion for the Turf, and 

wned some of the most celebrated horses of his day, such as Enterprise, 
thers. He had in his service as trainer an Englishman named Hogg 


‘n addition to great skill as a trainer, was rather too much addi ted 

the bottle. The Col. placed in his stable, under the tuition of Hogg, a 
favorite negro boy, Jim, who entered first as rider, and when his weight 
»necame too heavy to ride, succeeded Hogg as trainer. Hogg had impart- 
J to his pupil his tastes as well as his skill. When the Col. died he did 
not emancipate Jim, but gave directions to his sons that he should be in 
point of fact free, that is to say, he should select his home amongst his 
gons, and when he was tired of one, he should, if he desired it, go to 
another. He selected the Judge, with whom he continued to reside until 
his death, if he be now dead (as to which the writer is uninformed.) The 
Col. died about the year 1816. ‘The spirit of racing languished and almost 
died out. After the year 1880 it revived, and about the year 1835 it had 
again reached its highest point. Jim, who had been in retirement since 
his master’s death, was seized with a desire to return to the Turf in his old 
yocation of trainer. There were two rival stables in his neighborhood, 
one owned by Absalom Hickerson, whose trainer was Bob Layton, a cele- 
prated rider, whose weight had also put him to training ; the other owned 
by Major Duvall. Col. Tyler had left a son, William, also known as the 
Col., @ bachelor, who also resided with his brother, the Judge. 

He was a gentleman of fine talents, possessing remarkable wit—and 
withal, a poet. Jim, whose original name was James McKenny, when 
Commodore Decatur was killed by Commodore Barron, added Decatur to 
his name, and was known, therefore, as James McKenny Decatur. He 
applied to the young Col. to recommend him to Mr. Hickerson as an as- 
zistant in his stable to Bob Layton. 

The Col. wrote the following recommendation of him :— 

To Absalom Hickerson, Esq. :— 

The bearer of this, James McKenny Decatur, 

At training blood horses is deemed a first-rater ; 

But like his preceptor, the famous old Hogg, 

Is at times, sir, a little too fond of his grog. 

But bating of this is equal to any 

Of the grooms of his day, and much better than many. 


The thing, it seems, he desires most of all, 

Is to use up the stable of Major Duvall, 
Which would not, he thinks, be much of job, 
If united, in training your horses, with Bob. 


I therefore advise you to close with the man, 
And give him the care of your mare and sybran ; 
Remembering always to measure his slugs, 

And examine the straw well for bottles and jugs.

Dear ‘*Spirit’’—Urgent business prevents me giving you any details of 
the Warwick Meeting, which was rather a poor affair. The paucity of 
the sport, and the comparative thinness of the attendance, fully realised 
the forebodings which were excited relative to the decadence of the meet- 
ing. The fields were small, and the racing was for the must part uniater- 
esting. The preponderance of bandicaps in the programme is rather more 
destructive than productive of sport; and some of them should be dis- 
placed by weight for-age races. Mr. Merry has all the tact and experi- 
ence to introduce and perfect the desired reform, and the accomplishment 
of the task should not be longer delayed. Lifevoat’s running for the Cup 
was simply ridiculous, and it was freely commented upon by all persons. 
per Starke won, but Mr. Ten Broeck lost £100 by the success of 
118 Oorse,

must in justice be conceded that a goodly fabric has been erected. A han- | 
dicap is invariably formed of a bundle of prejudices, composed of likings 
and dislikings; and the two feelings, it must be confessed, are pretty 
evenly balanced in the work now under consideration. ‘‘Hotspur,’' in the 
“‘Telegraph,’’ thus notices the prominent horses : 

Underhand, Tournament, and Fisherman, have had honors thrust upon 
them for the Cesarewitch, and they possess the very dubious distinction of 
heading the list. Afterthem comes Lifeboat, who, doubtless, has been 
‘‘put up’’ a few pounds in consideration of his very extraordinary perform- 
ance at Warwick on Wednesday. Starke, who beat him nearly half a 
mile, has to receive 6lbs. from him, and this ‘‘discrepancy’’ will show 
what the handicapper thought of his running at Warwick. Still, it must 
be confessed that Lifeboat has of late been short of work, but he ought, 
nevertheless, aever to have been brought into action in the crippled state 
in which he appeared. Prioress, at 8st. 5lbs., cannot be considered hardly 
treated, and the mare’s well-known staying powers will assuredly bring 
her home. Arsenal has been saved for this race, and the impost placed 
upon him is not excessive, albeit, it is just, and will prevent the enter- 
taining of a sanguine expectation of his chance. Roman Candle has one 
of the most fatal diseases which a race-horse can inherit—he is troubled 
with the slows. His reputation is principally founded upon his success 
for the Liverpool Cup, when turned loose, and upon his victory over a 
broken-down cripple like Fulbeck for the Goodwood Stakes. I shall haye 
noneofhim. Des Chiles has a good reputation, and is expected to dosome- 
thing one day. His time has not yet arrived. Bordereris favorably weighed 
at 7st. 12lbs., and he will find many stop to him on coming down the 
Bushes-hill. Summerside, Promised Land, and others engaged in the St. 
Leger, must at present be passed over. Star of the Kast is so great a 
rogue that I am disinclined to trust him, but at 7st. 7lbs. he has reosived 
most lenient consideration. Yorkshire Grey, Polestar, and Clydesdale, 
are what are popularly termed well in. Drogheda, whom I once saw as 
fine a horse as ever looked through a bridle, and whom I have seen re- 
duced to a bag of bones, cannot be trusted by me on this occasion. Hun- 
gerford and Winkfield run in couples, at 6st. 6lbs. each. The former has 
been put to the stud; and the latter can never fill the same capacity. 
Both are ‘‘in’’ well enough, and if old Hungerford possessed any form, he 
would indeed be formidable. I shall not at present refer further to the 
comparative chances ; but shall, after the publication of the acceptances, 
take an early opportunity of entering more fully into the probabilities. 

Making allowance for the difference in the course, the Handicap for the 
Cambridgeshire is nearly a counterpart of that for the Cesarewitch. 
Mdlle. de Chantilly, Tiara, Miss Cath, and Woodburn, appear to me as 
favorably weighed as anything.

the question ef ‘‘where’s the field’’ to come from? is repeatedly asked, 
and every animal is obacured more or less under ‘‘the cold shade’’ of The 
Promised Land.

Marionette and» Trumpeter have been up and down in the betting like | 

boys in a swing—first one was up and then the other. Now, however, 
the game of ‘‘see-saw’’ seems to be stopped, and Trumpeter is depressee 
for ever, and Marionette remains in the ascendant.

Prelude and Gamester were both re- | 
ported coughing at York, and an opinion—which gains ground, and which | 
we are inclined to share—is entertained that Phantom will prove the best |

The coming outsider seems to be Comforter, who has, within the last 
day or two, been backed with much spirit. The ‘‘Saucebox’’ of the year, 
however, is hard to discover ; he will not, we fancy, turn up in Napoleon. 
Balnamoon has disgraced himself so much that we cannot believe in him ; 
Burgomaster has broken his leg, and been destroyed ; Defender is ‘‘quiet ;"’ 
and Ralpho is about to be put to the stud. The ‘‘Doncaster Gazette’ in- 
troduces a long article on the forthcoming ‘‘Sellinger’’ as follows :—

The play | 
selected for the occasion was ‘‘Henry the Eighth,’’ in which the famous | 
tarewell of Wolsey gained a double significance from being spoken by t he | 
accomplished actor who was about to abandon his lofty position as mana- | 


(ger. It was in this sense that it was interpreted by the crowded and 


earnestly-sym pathetic audience that filled every nook and corner of the | 


speech was the expression of a strong regard for the retiring director, and 
a warm assurauce that it would be long before the services he had ren- 
dered in that capacity would be forgotten. Both Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Kean, who never performed in a more admirable manner, were contin- 


tain, both tne distinguished artists crossed the stage, the scene presented 
was one of an unusual, but highly gratifying description. The whole as- 
semblage rose simultaneously to greet them, handkerchiefs and hats were 


waved in all directions, and a storm of public approbation followed them, | 


which did not abate till silence was restored by the appearance of Mr. 
Kean to deliver his farewell address. A rapid summary of the theatrical 
history of the theatre whilst under his direction will not be inappropria- 
tely appeaded. 

I, gvas in 1850 that Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean, in connexion with Mr. 
and airs. Keeley, became lessees of the Princess's, which opened under 
this management on the 28th of September, with the comedy of ‘‘Twelfth 
Night.’’ At the close of the summer of 1851 the Keeleys retired, and on 
the 28th of November, 1851, the theatre re-opened, under the sole direc- 
tion of Mr. Charles Kean, with ‘‘The Merry Wives of Windsor.’’ Oa the 
. th of February, 1852, was produced ‘‘King Jobn,’’ the first great Shaks- 
perian revival, and on the 24th of February was produced the popular 
‘Corsican Brothers.’’ On the 16th of February, 1853, ‘‘Macbeth’’ was 
brought forward, and ran the greater part of the season, followed on the 
13th of June by Byron's ‘‘Sardanapalus,’’ presented with the most costly 
accessories. ‘Richard the Third’’ was the Shaksperian revival of the sea- 
son 1853-4, and the same season saw the popuiar d:amas of ‘‘Faust and 
Marguerite’ and ‘‘The Courier of Lyons’’ introduced to the stage. In 
the season of 1854-55 ‘‘King Henry the Eighth’’ was produced, and ran 
one hundred nights this season and fifty in the following. In 1855-56 
‘‘The Winter's Tale’’ was the Shaksperian revival, and another great 
managerial success. It was produced 5th of April, 1855. The next sea- 
son commenced on the Ist of September, 1856, with a careful revival of 
Sheridan’s ‘‘Pizarro,’’ and on the 15th of October was most successfully 
revived, with a grandeur and felicity of illustration unknown before, ‘‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream.’’ On the 12th of March, 1857, ‘‘King Rich- 
ard the Second’’ was produced, succeeded, on the lst of July following, 
by ‘‘The Tempest.’’ The next revival was ‘‘King Lear,’’ on the 7th of 
April, 1858; and on the 12th of June following came out ‘‘The Merchant 
of Venice.’ The last of the great series of these revivals was ‘‘King Hen- 
ry the Fifth,’’ produced March 28th of the present year. We have pur- 
posely chronicied in this succinct form only the leading dramatic features 
of the preceding seasons, but the other pieces produced equally testified 


caterer for the highest demands of the public taste. The retrospective 
glance we have taken will remind many of the enjoyment and the intel- 
lectual improvement they have derived from these performances, and sup- 
ply the means of judging howtruly the facts bear out the seferences made 
tu these revivals in Mr. Kean’s admirable parting speech. 

Amongst the company Mr. Charles Kean hae distributed many proofs 
of his personal regard, and appreciation of their services. To Mr. George 
Ellis he has presented an elegant massive silver inkstand, inscribed, 


and in, commemoration of bis zealous services as stage manager of the 
Royal Princess’s Theatre, fiom the year 1850 to 1859.'’ To Mr. Edmonds 
he has given a silvet goblet, with the inscription ‘‘Presented by Charles 
Kean to J. W. Edmonds, in acknowledgment of his good and faithful ser- 
vices for nine years as prompter at the Royal Princess’s Theatre, August, 
1859."" The police sergeant who has been on duty during the time in the 
front part of the house has received an elegant silver snuff-box, contain- 
ing a £5 note, and bearing the inscription ‘‘Presented by Charles Kean to 
Sergeant William Ward, for his zealous and efficient services at the Royal 
Princess’s Theatre during several years, August 29th, 1859.’’ Two young 
ladies of the corps de ballat have been the recipients of handsome brooches. 
The one given to Miss Hendrick is inscribed ‘‘Charles Kean to his good 
and faithful page, Annie Hendrick,’’ and the other to Miss Startin bears 
asimilartoken. Pecuniary presents bave been liberally distributed among 
the rest, and on Tuesday night the whole of the carpenters, gas-men, 
scene-shifters, and others of the workmen, to the number of ninety, were 
entertained at his expense with a substantial supper, which was the scene 
of much enjoyment and the occasion of the healths of their late generous 
manager and his amiable partner being drank with the heartiest accla- 
mations. ‘To the public he has considerately left this assurance, that 
though we may lose the manager we shall retain the actor, and in this 
capacity, at least, we hope for many years to profit by the steady fidelity 
to the profession evinced by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean.

April 13, 1859—three-fif‘hs being present. 
The _—— of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly ,do enact as 
follows : 
Sec. 1. The Commissioners of the Canal Fund are hereby authorized to borrow on the 
credit of the State $2,500,000, at a rate not exceeding 6 per cent. per annum, and reim- 
bursable at such periods as shall be determined by the said Commissioners, not exceed- 
ing eighteen years from the time of making such loan. All the provisions of law in rela- 
tion to loans mado by Commissioners of the Canal Fund, and the issue and transfer of 
——— of stock, sha!] apply to loans authorized by this act so far as the same are ap- 
plicable. 
§ 2, The moneys realized by such loan shall be applied exclusively to the payment of 
claims against the State not otherwise provided for, for work done on the canals of the 
State, and for private property appropriated by the State for the use of such canals, and 
or injury to private property growing out of the construction of the canals, or 10 the 
payment of the principal and interest of sucb loan, and for no other purpose whatever. 
3. Two million five hundred thousand dollars is nereby appropriated to be paid out 

of the Treasury, on the warrant of the Auditor of the Canal Department, from the said 
moneys, within two years from the time when this act shall take effect, for the payment 
of claims against the State, specified in the last preceding section, and for the payment 
of the interest on the loan authorized by this act, which shall become payable prior to 
the receipt into the Treasury of the first annual tax, hercinsfter directed to be lovied 
and collected, for the payment of the interest and principal of the loans authorized by 
this act ; but any sum applied to pay interest as aferesaid may be refunded out of the 
proceeds of the said taxes when received into the Treasury. 
§ 4. An annual tax is hereby imposed, and shall be levied and collected in the ome 
manner as other State taxes are levied and collected, sufficient to pay the interest an 
redeem the principal of the loan hereby autherized, within eighteen years from the tims 
of the contracting thereof. The Comptroller shall ascertain and determine what sum, 
being applied in payment of principal and interest, in the first year after the tax can be 
collected as aforesaid, and in each succeeding year thereafter, within the period of age 
teen years from the time of contracting said loan, will be sufficient to pay the interes 
and redeem the principal of said loan within said period of eighteen years ; and shail in 
each year apportion the sum so required among the several ‘counties of this State, ac- 
cording to the then last corrected assessment rolls returned to his office, and shall sit 
notice of such apportionment to the Boards of Supervisors of the respective counties.

TROTTING AT LOUISVILLE, KY. 
WOODLAWN COURSE. 

The trotting races over Woodlawn Course commenced on the 19th ult. under 
the most favorable circumstances. The weather was cool enough to be pleasant, 
and the rain of Sunday night improved the condition of the track. About 1500 
persons were in attendance, including a number of ladies whose presence added 
to the interest of the occasion. The sport was really good, and in some respects 
exciting. We quote from the ‘‘Courier’’ :— 

A great number of persons from abroad were present, as well as many of our 
best citizens, who have not been on a race course since the memorable race of 
Grey Eagle ana Wagner over Oakland. In fact, the commencement of Wood- 
lawn bears with it the prestige of that success which should worthily crown the 

efforts of those gentlemen whose enterprise and liberality gave it existence. 

The exercises commenced with the Stallion Stake, $300 entrance, with $400 
added by tne Association. There were three entries, D. Heinsolin’s (Capt. Bran- 
non’s) John Henry, S. T. Turner’s Washtenaw Chief, and John Burks’ Bull-in-the- 
Woods. John Henry was the favorite, but hints were thrown out that Bull was 
@ little faster than any piece of horseflesh in this neck of woods, and for a time 
the confidence of the backers of John Henry was impaired. _When they were 
brought out, however, his fine movements and perfect order in which his skillful 
trainer, Andy Mellen, presented him, revived their confidence and hopes, and he 
was backed at odds against either of the others, and even against the field. There 
were takers. Many of those who didn’t know, and the few who thought they 
did know that Bull wasa “catch,” piled up their cash against the favorite. Wash- 
tenaw Chief also had friends, chiefly from Spencer county, and they were sweet 
upon him. But alas for the hopes of our Spencer county friends and Washtenaw 
Chief. He came, he went, and was distanced, and adly, too. But to the 
race. 

The second time they came to the score they were sent off with a fair start, 
Mellen taking a bracing pull on John Henry and leading slightly. At the lower 
turn of the quarter stretch both the Chief and Buil-in-the-Woods broke up, and 
from some cause were momentarily checked, which allowed Mellen to open a big 
gap. But they got down to their work, and from there to the entrance gate it 
was nip and tuck between them, with John Henry a dozen or more lengths alead, 





Hereafter, we hope, to see the ladies’ stand filled each day. 

Joe Dimick was favorite. After repeated attempts at a start, the half-dozen 
contestants were required to toe the line just above the score, and were thus 
sent off, Dolly Duncan having the pole, Ben Bolt next, Anna H., third ; Joe Di- 
mick, fourth; Northin, fifth; and Canada Sam the outside. While Anna H. 
fooled her time away, plunging and prancing down the stretch, and the others 
were tardy, Joe Dimick, being an old stager, and his driver a trump, took the 
lead, andswas neaver headed in the heat. In the first mile on the back stretch, 
he led Dolly Duncan five lengths, Canada Sam folllowing, and the balance strung 
out, most of them a distance behind. They entered on the second mile, Dimick 
being first, and two lengths ahead; Dolly Duncan, second; Canada Sam, third ; 
Anna H., fourth; Northin, fifth; and Ben Bolt behind. In this mile, Northin 
gave place to Ben Bolt, who was at least 150 yards behind, and now made play 
to save his distance. There was no other change of position in the mile, except- 
ing Canada Sam depriving Dolly of the second place, and in this way they went 
under the string for the third and last mile. Northin, who was 200 yards behind, 
used up, and having no chance, was stopped at the lower turn. "The balance 
rattled on, and at the half mile post Canada Sam gained afew lengths on Dimick, 
and Ben Bolt passed Dolly Duncan and Anna H., who were dead beat, and badly 
too. But he failed to save his distance, Dimick winning the heat by twenty 
lengths, Canada Sam second, and the rest distanced. Time, 8:014. 

The second and last heat caused but little betting, and that on time, for it was 
considered that Joe Dimick had a sure thing. They got a good start, the favo- 
rite taking the lead, and, as before. was not headed in the heat. Canada Sam 
made an earnest struggle, but the steady and reliable gait of Dimick gave him no 
| chance. He barely saved his distance, Dimick winning the heat and race in 8:04.

FIFTH DAY. 

The weather has been tantalizing all the week, but to-day the sun peeped out 

a little, and it allowed the ladies to visit Woodlawn Race Course in great num- 
bers. They manifested a keen appreciation of the sport. Hon. John C. Breckin- 
ridge, Vice President of thr United States, and His Excellency, Goy. Magoffin, 
were also present. Of course the high mettled racers were bound to do honor 
to such an assemblance of beauty, and, consequently, the race was very fast and 
— probably, in point of time and interest, the best ever made in Ken- 
tucky. 
The race was best three in five, and although there were but two entries— 
Rockey and Ben. Higdon—yet, as both had proved themselves fast goers, there 
was plenty of betting, but Rockey was the favorite. The tale was soon told. 
Rockey was the quickest for the start, and took the lead in each heat. He was 
hot passed at any time in the race.
